DECISIVE, GERMANS SAY 


In Berlin German officials have al- 
ready begun claiming that the present 
operations will be “ decisive,’ says 
Reuter. According to a Stockholm de- 
spatch they say that “it is incorrect 
to suppose that the intensified German 
offensive in the Ukraine implies a de- 
rease in the pressure applied on other 
fronts. Moscow and Leningrad are 
seriously threatened.”

ROBINSON 


Vr few people in Dublin want 


to know anything about making 
a play. because everybody in 
Dublin thinks’ he knows all about it 
from A to Z, said Mr. Lennox Robin- 
son in the first of a series of talks on 
the subject of '“ Making a Play, in 
the Peacock Theatre, Dublin, last 
evening. 

To talk to an audience in Dublin 
about such a subject was difficult, he 
said, because here there is no real 
respect for anyone, especially in the 
theatre. Naturally, after thirty-three 
odd ye.rs in the theatre with experi- 
ence as a playwright, producer and 
prompter, he had formed certain 
opinions: and theories, and, while he 
might at the moment think these water- 
tight, it might be that members of the 
audience would shatter them by their 
criticisms and questions, which he in- 
vited them to offer during the series.

There is no such art as play-writing, 
TÁ asa or playing.
